local fam ilies are being 
faced with overall costs 
etiolated at approximately 
$8,979,000. 
The facts and figures on 
college enrollm ents and 
costs are based upon data 
compiled by 
the 
College 
E n tran ce 
E xam in ation 
Board, 
the 
Comm erce 
Clearing House and others. 


They show that it now 
takes a total of $4,391, on 
average, to send a youngster 
to 
a 
four-year 
private 
college. This compares with 
$4,039 in 1974. 
At 
four-year 
public 
colleges the average cost has 
reached $2,679, 
from 
the 
previous level of $2,400. Two- 
year institutions have gone 
up proportionately. 
Included in the total costs 


arc 
tuition, 
fees, 
tran­ 
sportation, room and board 
and miscellaneous expenses, 
including books. The tab is 
considerably less for those 
who commute to college. 


At private institutions the 
biggest item is tuition and 
fees, which have risen to an 
average of $2,240. Room and 
board is next in line, $1.302. 
At 
four-year 
public 
colleges, room and board is 
slightly less, $1,272, but 
tuition and fees are much 
lower, $578. 
Financial 
aid 
to 
hard­ 
pressed students is being 
increased this year by many 
colleges and by the Federal 
governm ent. 
Some 
$857 
million in such assistance is 
being offered by the U.S 
Office of Education, with 
$40.6 million of it allocated to 
those in the State of Texas. 


According to the latest 
figures, approximately 2,540 
from the Collin County area 
will be going to college this 
year.

(Editor’s Note: This is one 
in a series of articles 
featuring highlights of the 
United States Army’s 200 
years of service to this 
Nation.)

Sicilian 
Campaign, 
the Spanish-American War, 
the Mexican War, China, and 
the Panama Canal give this 
week an international flavor 
in our history. 
On Aug. IO, 1821, Missouri 
was admitted to the Union. 
Home of the Army’s Fort 
Leonard Wood, Missouri had 
asked for statehood in 1819. 
But bitter controversy about 
admitting the territory as a 
free or slave state followed. 
Finally the Missouri Com­ 
prom ise 
was 
reached-- 
Missouri was admitted with 
no restrictions on slavery 
and Maine was admitted as a 
free state. 
The U.S. A rm y’s 39th 
Infantry crossed the Simeto 
River in Sicily on Aug. ll, 
1943. The Sicilian campaign 
was coming to a successful 
close and the Germans were 
hard pressed to evacuate 
their forces.

months 
but turned 
the 
United States into a world 
power, drew to a close. It 
began with the Cuban in­ 
surrection against Spanish 
rule. Teddy Roosevelt and 
his famous Rough Riders 
helped free the island from 
Spanish domination. 
The Mexican War was 
being fought when General 
John C. Freemont led U.S. 
Army 
troops 
into 
Los 
Angeles on Aug. 13, 1846. 
When the peace was finally 
signed in 1848, California 
became part of the United 
States. 
It was Aug. 14, 1900, when 
soldiers of the U.S. Army 
with Allies from seven other 
countries 
m arched 
into 
Peking, 
China. 
Their 
presence was brought about 
by the Boxer Rebellion 
which attempted to drive all 
foreigners from China. The 
Chinese paid an indemnity to 
the Allied nations. The U.S., 
however, returned all money 
over and above claims of its 


citizens. The Chinese placed 
the returned money in a 
trust fund for the education 
of its youth. 
The Panama Canal was 
opened 
lo 
com m ercial 
traffic on Aug. 15, 1914. It 
took nine hours for the 
Panama Railroad steamer 
Ancon to manuever through 
the man-made waterway. 
Colonel 
Goethals, 
who 
headed the Army Engineer 
construction force, watched 
anxiously 
as 
steam ing 
locom otives 
pulled 
and 
hauled the ship through the 
locks. It was one of the 
world’s great engineering 
achievements. 
On Aug. 16, 1777, Con­ 
tinental Army forces under 
Colonel Stark won a decisive 
battle over the British at 
Bennington, Vt. The British 
had 
employed 
Hessian 
troops, but the Yankee 
militia outfought the m er­ 
cenaries. 
The 
Bennington 
Monument 
commemorates 
this battle in the War for 
Independence.

Nine of them are 
packaged on an equatorial- 
type telescope mounting 
Detected light of a meteor 
trail is converted to an 
electrical signal. Associated 
equipment including a logic 
unit. digitizer, m agnetic 
tape recorder and power 
pack. treats and stores the 
signal.

But 
it wasn’t the fault of Johnson 
nor the equipment. 
The tubes are so sensitive 
lo (he slightest amount of 
light.

Any light sets the recorder 
going. Until minor equip­ 
ment changes are made,

Education Training Studied 


Should formal education 
begin at an earlier age than 
has normally been the case? 
Some educators believe it 
should. 
Studies of child develop­ 
ment have shown that half of 
all growth in human intelli­ 
gence takes place between 
birth and the age of 4. An­ 
other 30 per cent occurs be­ 
tween the ages of 4 and 8. 
Scientists generally attest 
that the years before age 6 
are crucial to the learning 
process. 
Advocates of an earlier 
start at school point out that 
two-thirds of a person’s intel­ 
lectual development occurs 
before he normally begins his 
formal education. 
Of some 13 million 3-, 4- and 
5-year-olds in the United 
States, about four million are 


currently enrolled in nursery 
schools and kindergartens. 
Only about 5 per cent of the 3- 
and 4-year-olds receive pre­ 
kindergarten schooling. 
Many educators favor the 
idea of starting children at 
public school at the age of 4 
rather than 5. They say 4- 
year-olds who attend nursery 
school appear to have an ad­ 
vantage over those who enter 
school for the first time at age 
5 or 6. 
“It is important to reach 
children early because it is 
during the first four or five 
years of life that a child’s de­ 
velopment is most rapid and 
most subject to modifica­ 
tion,” said one. “During this 
period, a child acquires the 
abilities on which his later 
abilities will be based.’’

have dream ed for years of 
building new towns from the 
ground up. hoping to create 
gleaming Utopias free of 
urban sprawl and all 
its 
problems. 
The dream was sim ilar for 
Marshall Kaplan, who took a 
leave from 
his successful 
San Francisco planning firm 
to “ get some mud on his 
feet” as general m anager of 
Flower Mound New Town. 
The development proposed 
in its lofty m aster plan to 
build a city of 65.000 “ in 
which both natural and m a n ­ 
m ade 
habitats 
will 
truly 
serve and not rule man. a 
city where every individual 
can follow and develop his 
own chosen life style.’’ 
But 
then 
the 
fed era l 
g o v e rn m e n t 
decided 
it 
couldn’t guarantee any m ore 
loans for the project and 
rejected a request for a $10 
m illion 
loan 
g u a r a n te e , 
which the town’s developers 
said they needed to keep 
their project going. 
After 
that decision, the develop­ 
m ent’s partners closed shop 
and began looking for other 
w ays 
to 
fin an ce 
th e ir 
project. A few weeks later 
Kaplan resigned his post, 
deciding he didn’t have tim e 
to wait for the outcome of the 
p artn e rs’ search.

holdings with the hope of 
creating a model community 
for middle and upper income 
families. 
M arcus found a financial 
v ehicle for fu I filing

dream s in 1968 and 1970 w ith 
the passage of Title IV and 
Title VII of the Housing and 
U rb an D evelopm ent Act. 
which provided assistance to 
new- town developments to 
serve as 
laboratories 
for 
planning theories. 
Marcus 
was granted $18 million in 
loan guarantees. 
Without more money, the 
future of Flower Mound New 
Town, like m any of the 14 
new town^ begun around the

program , is in doubt. The 
theories on planning won’t 
be tested. 
“ We’ll still be asking the

Flower Mound New Town 
was selling m ore homes than 
any development in the area 
until the loan guarantee was 
rejected. Kaplan said. 
The 
d ev e lo p e rs 
did 
detailed surveys by mail and 
in person to determ ine the 
needs of the m arket area. 
They planned for their town 
to include child care centers, 
good 
sch o o ls, 
sh o p p in g 
areas, an outdoor theater, 
tre e lin e d 
p a rk w a y s 
an d 
walkways, vast open spaces 
for all types of recreation 
and an electronic system 
installed in every house to 
signal 
a 
fire, burlary or 
other em ergency.

Everybody knows about the 
soaring cost of a college edu­ 
cation. Not so well known is 
the amount of financial aid 
available for those who can­ 
not afford it. 


Student loans are available 
from a variety of sources, 
An interested student can 
usually find out what kind of 
money can be had and under 
what conditions at the school 
of choice by consulting the 
admissions office. 


High school administra­ 
tions have information on fi­ 
nancial aid and maintain a 
scholarship handbook which 
lists local scholarship oppor­ 
tunities, requirements, appli­ 
cation deadlines and ad­ 
dresses where to write. 
During the junior year, stu­ 
dents are urged to take the 
Preliminary Scholastic Apti­ 
tude Test (PSAT) and the Na­ 
tional Merit Scholarship 
Qualifying Test (NMSQT). 


In most school districts the 
regular high school counselor 
handles all of the scholarship 
details. These details usually 
begin with counseling ses­ 
sions during the sophomore 
year when the student and 
counselor go over the stu­ 


dent’s ambitions and goals. 
In the senior year the stu­ 
dent can take the Scholastic 
Aptitude or American College 
Tests and have his tran­ 
scripts sent to the colleges of 
his choice. 


During this time, if the stu­ 
dent is applying for financial 
aid, the parents must fill out a 
personal financial statement 
which is sent directly to the 
College Scholarship Service. 
There it is analyzed, then for­ 
warded to the financial aid 
department of the respective 
colleges where the final deci­ 
sion is made. 
There are four sources of 


financial aid available to all 
qualifying students: 
The colleges and universi­ 
ties; federal programs; state 
programs and private pro­ 
grams and special competi­ 
tion. 
From the colleges there are 
long-term, Iow-interest edu­ 
cational loans which are in 
addition to the academic 
scholarships. 
It is advisable to find out 
how long it will take to repay 
a loan. Usually the interest 
rates are less than those 
charged 
on 
commercial 
loans.

Cigarettes are associated with 
a lot of ills, but there is no 
evidence that they cause or 
make arthritis worse. 
There is Some evidence that 
patients with rheumatoid 
arthritis are particularly prone 
to develop lung disease from 
smoking, much more so than 
the average smoker and that is 
bad enough already.

DEAR DR. LAMB - I arri so 
angry at myself for being so 
dumb. I had two gall bladder at­ 
tacks, so I called my obstetri­ 
cian.

He 
sent me to a friend of his, an in­ 
ternist. I had tests, and three 
da y s l a te r he said he 
radiologist’s report said I had 
gall stones, and should go see a 
surgeon. He sent me to a sur­ 
geon friend of his because he 
doesn’t operate. 
Now why didn’t I know that 
and go to a surgeon in the first 
place? I suppose all this run­ 
ning around is so everybody can 
get a bite out of my B lue Cross 
Blue Shield! I want you to tell 
me which of the following list of

specialists 
which ones 
do surgery and 
don’t, for future 
use. 
DEAR READER - Forgive 
me for not including your list, 
but you are using poor judg­ 
ment. 
Think how angry you would 
be with yourself if you had gone 
to a surgeon and found out that 
your problem was not gall 
bladder disease. Then you 
would have seen a surgeon for 
no reason at all and would still 
have the problem which would 
require an internist. 
Your obstetrician was right 
in sending you to an internist 
first. The diagnosis could have 
been several different things, 
including an ulcer or hiatal her­ 
nia or colon problems. The in­ 
ternist has to hear the symp­ 
toms and do an examination to 
make a correct diagnosis. The 
X rays help, but many people 
have stones and have symptoms 
from something else, such as a 
spastic colon. 
Except in those small com­ 
munities where the surgeon 
does family practice as well as 
some surgery, I recommend 
that all patients see their family 
physician first or an internist 
before seeing a surgeon. The 
exception is for injuries, as 
from an automobile accident, 
that are of such a nature as to 
require a surgeon. 
A good surgeon really is too 
busy to sort through all the 
medical complaints that may 
not require surgery at all. That 
is why he limits his practice to 
surgery. A surgeon who is too 
enthusiastic about surgery, and 
there are some, often has his 
enthusiasm controlled by toe in­ 
ternist who doesn’t do surgery. 
Finally, many patients who 
require surgery also have 
medical problems that need the 
skills of the family physician or 
the internist, in addition to sur­ 
gery.

Just 
before 
His 
ascension, Jesus breathed on 
them (an act prophetic of 
their subsequent reception 
of the Spirit), and at the 
same 
time 
commissioned 
them to preach the Gospel 
and to state the terms bf 
pardon 
under 
the 
New 
Covenant. John 20:22. Luke 
24:45-49; Acts 1:6-8. 
5. The 
Apostles were 
commanded, by Jesus, to 
tarry in Jerusalem until they 
were clothed with this power 
from on high. Luke 24:49. 
6. Jesus spoke explicitly to 
the Apostles and no one else 
concerning the baptism of 
the Holy Spirit 
Acts 1:5. 
(notice the absence of ‘‘and

And 
again, just as last season, 
they should have an ex­ 
cellent chance of becoming 
the SWC titleholder.

Broadcasting Company likes 
the Aggies chances because 
ABC has talked Texas A&M 
and Arkansas into moving 
their contest — originally set 
fo Nov. I — back to Dec 6 for 
a 
regular 
season ending 
national telecast. 
Texas A&M has 
been 
made the consensus choice 
for the league crown this 
year because of its defensive 
strength — which is con­ 
siderable — the rejuvination 
of 
David 
Shipman 
at 
quarterback and the arrival 
on campus of Tom Wilson, 
who used to call the offensive 
signals for Texas Tech and 
will do the same thing at 
Aggieland. 
The Aggies have been the 
Southwest 
Conference's 
mystery for years. A lack of 
consistency has plagued 
them at times when it ap­ 
peared no one could touch 
them. If consistency comes 
to College Station this year, 
a SWC title should follow.
